BEIRUT —The American Uni- 
versity of Beirut, an oaas of knowl- 
edge and eoUghtenment in the 
Middle East for 120 years, is show- 
ing the strains of an institution un- 
der siege. 

Allhough the university’s gates 
are expected to remain open, the 
anarchy of terrorism has prompted 
an exodus of foreign and Lebanese 
professors. 

For decades, the university has 
produced respected specialists, sci- 
entists and historians. 

During the long years of civil 
war, the university has never 
missed a semester. 

“It is not surp ris ing that AUB is 
in such a mess,” said John Monroe, 
an English professor. “The miracle 
is that it stayed open.” 

But few university officials be- 
lieve the university will be able to 
maintain its high educational stan- 
dards in a country struggling with 
religious fundam en talism, violence 
and a political void. 

The faculty has become a target. 
A British professor was shot and 
killed in 1985. Two weeks ago the 
school's librarian, Peter Krfburn, 
who had been kidnapped in 1984, 
also was killed. 

The dean of the school of agri- 
culture, Thomas M. Sutherland,

Alter the Pass Laws 


By abolishing pass laws, President P.W. Bo- 
tha has taken a tangible step away from die 
state-sponsored racism that sets Sooth Africa 
shamefully apart. For the first time since 1916, 
most blacks will be legally free to travel with- 
out hindrance and to settle where they can in 
still rigidly segregated residential townships. 
That even this constitutes a major dMtti g p in 
apartheid shows what an Wihnman system it is 
and how much more reform is needed. 

The pass laws have been the most obnoxious 
expression of black serfdom. Their abolition, 
depending on what follows, could point the 

way to racial accommodation culminating sot 
just in max privileges conferred by whites but 
in real recognition of black political rights. 

The rescission comes as a tardy response to 
months erf rebellion fo Mack urban areas. 
When the regime declared a state of emergency 
last July, violence was claiming a boat two lives 
a day. When the emergency potice powers were 
lifted in March, the rate was four a day. Since 
then the daily toll has averaged almost six a 
day, plus widespread sabotage. 

Tins violence, along with threats of sanc- 
tions from abroad, app e ars to be breaking 
down the resistance to change among white 
South Africans. But (he government seems far 
from convinced that its reforms win appease 
the suH-tmfranchised majority. While lifting 
the pass laws, it would also give the minister of 
taw and aider sweeping authority to designate 
“unrest areas” in which he can exercise erner- 


B lacks in South Africa have had no single 
keener grievance than the pass laws, the intri- 
cate web of controls try which the ruling white 
minority restricts their movement within their 
own country. Some 18 million arrests have 
taken place under these laws in their 70 years. 
In 1985, a year of diminished enforcement, 
132,000 people were swept up, held to account 
for travel that would be considered normal 
and necessary in a democratic country, *»d 
jailed or otherwise abused and hnmilimud The 
pass book, which blacks and blacks alone have 
had to cany at all times, has became apart- 
heid's most notorious badge. Now the govern- 
ment announces H is abolishing all the pass 
laws and replacing the hated pass book with a 
uniform nosradal identity document that will 
□ot have to be earned on the person. This is an 
important break through, and not only for its 
symbolism. Short of a furtive reinstatement erf 
controls, abolition of these lows will remove 


one large element of repression from minions 
of blacks 1 fives. President P.W. Botha has at 
last given some evidence — it alarms the oppo- 
sition to his right — of genome reform. 

Mr. Botha evidently means not to dismantle 
apartheid but to li ghten its burdens on blanks 
and thereby divide blacks and ease foreign 
pressures for deeper change. But it is unlikel y 
that even the dramatic act of abolishing the 
pass laws will slow down the black train. 

The work of riiswumtlmg apartheid can pro- 
ceed in two ways. Either the Afrikaners can 
bold on and South Africa will come increas- 
ingly to fulfill a certain image of Northern 
Ireland, with sickening violence spreading re- 
lentlessly. Or Afrikaners can undertake to plan 
a common future with the leaden of black 
nationalism, many of whom are in jail The 
South African government cannot fail to be 
measuring the relative risks of the two courses.

The Waldheim Case 


From one man’s chance reading of a para- 
graph in an Austrian magazine, a stumting and 
saddening body of material has accumulated 
bearing on the wartime role of Kurt Wald- 
heim, the former United Nations seoetary- 
general now running far Austria’s presidency. 
The reading by an official of the World Jewish 
Congress, fed to the combing of forgotten and 
in some cases hidden files indicating that from 
1942 to 194S Mr. Waldheim, far from befog 
the war-wounded law student he later claimed 
to be, was serving as an officer in units fighting 
the Nazi war in Yugoslavia and Greece. 

The questions arising from this grim inquiry 
are taking ever more painful shape. Is Mr. 
Waldheim, who has now admitted conceal- 
ment of his 1942-1945 war service, also con- 
cealing participation in the gross war crimes 

fOT whidi hiy c ommanding officer, among nth- 

ers, was tried and executed? Why did the 
Yugoslavs, who at one pant classified him as 
deserving prosecution, not prosecute him, and 
why (fid they keep silence on the charges 
thereafter? How could such charges, arising 
from material in the files of a number erf 
countries as well as of the United Nations, not 
have come to light in sane other way? Is (here 


the slightest substance to allegations that the 
information was concealed in order for some- 
one to gaina hold over Mr. Waldheim? 

Most of these questions bear inevitably on 
Mr. Waldheim’s integrity and on the ways of 
official bureaucracies. There is another series 
of questions arising in the Austrian context. 
Was Mr. Waldheim acting out a certain char- 
acteristic stay of Austria, the one that many 
Austrians have perhaps desperately wanted to 
beheve and tdl, in winch they were the vic tims 
of Utter, not his supporters and accomplices? 
Is not Austria faring today, in its preadentiai 
election of May 4, a nation-defining choice of 
whether to confront its past, ugly as some of it 
unquestionably was, a to stay with Kurt 
Waldheim in a mode of forgetting and denial? 

Nobody wanted all this to happen. Mr. 
Waldheim ooold fairly have believed that his 
own public service since World War II and 
Austria's successful integration into the post- 
war democratic order had pat the past suffi- 
ciently behind. But the past has its claims, 
truth foremost among them. On all the rele- 
vant levels an unsparing inquiry must be 
pressed. It is the only way.

Apartheid Just Doesn’t Work 

The abolition of roughly 30 separate laws 
controlling the movement of black people is 
recognition, by a government sitting on a vol- 
cano, that these laws had become impractical 
They were less and less effective in stemming 
migration into Sooth Africa’s prosperous cities 
from the dirt-poor tribal hinterland and the 
neighboring black states. They loaded the bu- 
reaucracy and the police with more than 
100,000 arrests a year. They were the biggest 
single source of black grievance, stamping 
most urban blacks as at best guest waters in 
their own country, at worst aliens at risk of 
overnight deportation to some barren, tribal 
reservation.

To 
leave in place the group-areas acts, and the rest 
of apartheid legislation, increases the likeli- 
hood that the pressure wiH explode.

1936: Addis AJbaba Gets a Warning 
ADDIS ABABA — Dropping pamphlets 
which threatened to wipe oat the inhabitants 
of the capital if they destroyed roads leading 
into the city, a large Italian tri- motor bombing 
plane flew over Addis Ababa [on April 27].

The bomber 
swept over the town,' just above the tree tops, 
and missed the English church by only a few 
feet Afterward, the pilot waved cheerily to 
gaping onlookers below before turning his 
machine north and disappearing.

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gency powers. How these will be exercised wOl 
show the true extent of change. 

What whites offer as a major concession 
may indeed be too little too late. Why would 
radicalized blacks, with growing support in the 
wider blade community, desist from rebellion 
when die other pillars of apartheid remain in 
place? The Group Areas Act continues to 
segregate housing and workplaces. The Sepa- 
rate Amenities Act segregates schools and 
health services. And the constitution denies 24 
m-fllu m blacks — three-fourths of the popula- 
tion — the vote and other rights of atiaanahip. 

As long as blacks lack political influence 
they can scarcely be grateful fa piecemeal 
concessions. Their main hope is the novel and 
promising ferment discernible in the ruling 
National Party as it moves toward a critical 
congress in August. The next three months will 
show how far Mr. Botha feds he can go toward 
broadening the definitions of citizenship — at 
least giving blacks red property rights in town- 
ships or permitting self-government there. It is 
even rumored that he will ask for a referendum 
to endorse; at least in principle, blade partici- 
pation in the central government. 

This is new talk in the white man’s republic, 
Mr. Botha has acknowledged the cruelty of 
pass laws that jailed blacks for wanting to live 
near jobs in rides. This is finally a reform 
worthy erf the word, evidence that apartheid is 
untenable.

W ASHINGTON — Most com- 
mons on America’s accelerat- 
ing campaign against Libya have 
treated it as an isolated episode pro- 
voked by an eccentric and confined 
to the issue of ter rorism fa which a 
state is legall y responsible. But the 
pressure on Libya should also be 
viewed in the cold perspective of geo- 
politics as the first step in carrying 
out tlx; Reagan doctrine. 

Wash i ngton has finally begun to 
supplement the Truman doctrine of 
containment by undertaking a policy 
of more active defense against the 
process erf Soviet expansion. In tins 
context the banbing of Libya is a 
breakthrough of incalculable psycho- 
logical and political importance. 

It has been obvious for sane time 
that a Western policy of active de- 
fense against Soviet expansion, is in- 
evitable and overdue. For nearly 40 
years the West has carried out the 
Truman doctrine, sometimes well 
and sometimes badly, and waited 
tientiy for Soviet policy to 
under the benign influence of Rus- 
sian high culture, in accordance with 
George F. Kerman's 1947 prediction. 

But the West can no longer assume 
that Soviet policy wifi mellow 
through natural causes alone. The So- 
viet thrust for power has gone far 
beyond what the limits of Weston 
tolerance should be, America and its 
allies confront the problem that dom- 
inated British foreign policy for 400 
years — the occasonal bid of a 
strong power fa mastery rather than 
for security within the equilibrium of 
a balance-of-powcr system.

It could 
have been more t npn a warning shot 
across the bows and an invitation to 
serious co n versation not about arms 
control alone but about the far more 
important question of compliance 
with the agreed rules of world public 
order. Forty years of quiet diplomacy 
on that subject have not drawn the 
Soviet leadership's attention.

The Only Solution for South Africans 


B OSTON — Hope and despair 
mix fo South Africa as in no 
other comtxy. There is a deep cur- 
rent of change in the society, raising 
hope of movement to a nonracial 
system. But the present reality for 
most South Africans is still a life of 
oppress i on and fear. Two recent 
looks at South Africa — a lawyers’ 
report and a documentary film — 
provide somber insights into the 
fedings erf the black majority. 

The report was issued by the 
Lawyers Committee Fa H uman 
Rights, a respected group based in 
New York. A staff member, Helena 
Cook, made two extended visits to 
South Africa last year and drew on 
the work of human rights groups 
there. The report is entitled “The 
War Against Children." It details 
torture and killing of black children 
by the South African police. 

During 1985, 201 children were 
killed by the police in incidents of 
unrest; 19 were under 10. More 
than 2J300 children were detained 
under the em er gency while it was fo 
force, and others had been arrested 
and detained under South Africa’s 7 
permanent draconian security laws. 

The individual episodes recount- 
ed fo this report are hard to read.

Reagan to Raise 
Issue of Farm 
Trade in Tokyo

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan will urge panid- 
pants at the Tokyo economic sum- 
mit conference next week to work 
toward a reduction of quotas, sub- 
sidies and other barriers to world 
trade in farm goods, according to 
senior administration 
Concern over protectionism in 
farm trade and the cost to taxpay- 
ers of supporting farmers both m 
the United States and Europe has 
produced a "quasi -crisis situation" 
m the past few weeks, Clayton VL 
Yen tier, the president’s 'special 
trade representative said on Friday. 

“To me that’s good," he said, 
"because people respond to crises.” 
In recent days, administration 
officials said that agriculture was 
emerging as a new issue far the 
Tokyo conference, but this was the 
first' indication that Mr. Reagan 
was becoming peraonally involved. 

The May 4-6 summit conference 
will also be attended by the leaders 
of Japan. West Germany, Britain, 
France, Canada and Italy. 

The controversy over agriculture 
had arisen too abruptly for its in- 
clusion on the conference's formal 
agenda, but officials said the presi- 
dent would raise it during periods 
set aside for informal, unstructured 
discussions. 

Because of its domestic political 
sensitivity, the major countries 
have never previously been willing 
to discuss their agricultural con- 
flicts at summit meetings. But the 
cost of extending export subsidies 
to fanners and supporting their 
prices has been tiring rapidly in 


both the United States and Europe. 

Mr. Yeutlcr and Allen W. Wal- 
lis, undersecretary of state for in- 
ternational affairs and the presi- 
dent's chief summit planner, said 
the president was likely to try to 
persuade the other countries to put 
agricultural trade onto the agenda 
of a new round of multinational, 
multiyear negotiations to liberalize 
world trade under the organization 
known as the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. 

Some countries have been balk- 
ing at including farm goods in the 
negotiations because of the politi- 
cal power of farmer* in all the sum- 
mil countries. 

“We’re rapidly moving in the di- 
rection of a trade war.” said Robert 
L. Thompson, assistant secretary of 
agriculture for economics. 

He said the United States and 
the European Community would 
each spend S2D billion for such 
purposes this year. As the spending 
has risen, U.S. farm exports last 
year fell to tbeir lowest level in a 
decade and imports rose sharply. 

The resulting; budgetary strains, 
Mr. Wallis said, have forced coun- 
tries to reconsider their political 
scruples and to permit consider- 
ation of farm trade in Toky o.

WASHINGTON — Industrial- 
ized countries have entered a peri- 
od of sustained and balanced eco- 
nomic growth, but the 
international debt crisis and stump 
in oil prices could unsettle the 
world economy, the International 
Monetary Fund said in a report 
released Monday. 

Economic growth in industrial- 
ized countries as a group should 
reach 3 percent this year and 3J25 
percent in 1987, compared with 2.8 
percent in 1985 and 4.7 percent in 
1984, the IMF predicted. 

Economic treads in these coun- 
tries over 1986 and 1987 will be 
ch a ra c t erized by as increasingly 
austere budget policy in the United 

States and an increasingly liberal 
one in Europe, the IMF said. 

On the other band, most indus- 
trialized countries will relax condi- 
tions in their monetary markets, 
the IMF said. 

If the United Stales reduces do- 
mestic spending by $12 bilhon, 
thus bringing the U.S. trade deficit 
down to around 2J> percent of 
gross national product by 1991. 
production in industrialized coun- 
tries would be stimulated between 
1988 and 1991, it said. 

If. on the other hand, the tight 
U.S. budget policy causes a cut in 
spending of $35 billion and the 
trade deficit is completely erased, 
economic expansion would be de- 
layed in the short term.

Since then, however, Crest has 
rebounded to a 382-percent share, 
while Colgate, which is made by the 
Colgate-Palmolive Co, has tailed 
off to about 21.5 percent, according 
to Hercules A. Segalas, an analyst 
at Drcxd Burnham Lambert Inc. 

That, analysis and industry exec- 
utives say, is a remarkable turn- 
about in a mature, Sl-billkm-a- 
year product category that usually 
experiences growth of just 2 per- 
cent a year and annual changes in 
market share of no more than one 
or two points. And h constitutes a 
much-needed boost for P AC, 
which has been suffering from de- 
pressed profits and from a wide- 
spread belief that it had lost its 
ooce-magical marketing touch.

Thai enmhascs has proved con- 
trovexsiaL Critics contend that any 
toothpaste fights plaque, simply 
through the mech anical act of 
brushing the teeth, and that there 
are no special ingredients in any 
toothpaste that specifically act on 
plaque. 
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But the major change came when it 
introduced Tartar Control Crest, 
which had been in development for 
four years. To establish the new 
version of its venerable brand, it 
pulled out all die stops. 

Mr. Segalas said PAG mailed 


backed the Crest line with a mar- 
keting budget of about $90 million 
in its fiscal year ended last June 30, 
will spend twice that much by the 
time the books are closed on the 
current fiscal year. 

Despite its success with tooth- 
paste, however, PAG’s broader 
competitive woes are far from over, 
and its profits continue to look 
lackluster to some analysts.

“three D’s” — detergents, diapers 


product markets. Unilever’s Surf, 
for example, is coming on strong 
against PAG's Liquid Tide laundry 
detergent, white Kimberly-Clark 
runs neck and neck with PAG in 
disposable diapers. Meanwhile, ex- 
pensive market-share wars rage in 
most other PAG categories, rang- 
ing from orange juice lo cookies. 

“Everywhere they turn, there’s 
someone to fight and it’s someone 


big," said Alice Beebe Longley, an 
analyst at Donaldson, Lufkin A 
Jenrette Inc. “There’s nowhere for 
them to hide.” 

Because of that, some analysts 
think that PAG’s marketing ex- 
penses wiD have’ to remain high and 
that margins and profits will con- 
tinue to be low. 

Mr. Segalas. however, believes 
that the Crest turnaround will 
eventually pay off big. 

“It won’t show up much litis year 
because of all the marketing costs.” 
he said. But for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1 987, Mr. Segalas esti- 
mates that die Crest comeback will 
add $75 million in pretax profits to 
PAG’s coffers. 

The company earned 5635 mil- 
lion, or $3.80 a share, last year, 
down 28.7 percent from tbe $890 
million, or $5 J5 a share, it earned 
in 1984. Analysts are projecting 
that it will earn about $4.20 a share 
this year and about $5 a share in 
1987. 

While the marketing investment 
appears to have paid off for Crest, 
it must now protect its flank from 
competitors bringing out similar 
products and from innovations. 

One of the most intriguing ideas 
is Minnetonka's Check-Up chew- 
ing gum, which is positioned as a 
complement to brushing with 
Check-Up toothpaste. The prod- 
uct, still in test market, allows Min- 
netonka to establish a new category 
that neither PAG nor Colgate has 
gotten into. 

Explained Larry Wilhelm, vice 
president for marketing at Minne- 
tonka, “We know we can’t afford to 
go head-io-head with the giants."

D avid STOCKMAN'S memoirs have 
spawn 3t least two imitations; only m 
that respect, however, can these books be ctm- 

stmed as a form of fiattexy. 

Owen UUmaiui, White House correspon- 
dent for the Knigfal-Ridder newspapers, does 
seem to view Stockman with a certain degree of 
admiration, or at least awe. “With the excep- 
tion of Alexander Hamil ton,” be writes, “never 
before in the nation's history had so young a 
ipan wielded so much power and influence." A 
bald assertion in fi ght of Stockman’s abject 
. and failure to make the Reagan Rev- 

olution, as he calls it, mean something more 
than red ink. 

UHmann’s formidable footwork has pro- 
duced an encyclopedic portrait: We learn that 
StpHrman voted for Hubert Humph rey in 1968 
and refused to vote f or Richard Nixon .in 197% 
fhai l as a young congressman from Michigan's 
Fourth District, he booght a white leisure suit 
to be in sartorial sync with his consti tuen ts; 
that he is an agnostic, having failed to find 
proof positive of God; and that the index cards 
on winch he refledvdy scribbled notes filled, 
at one time, a half-dozen filing cabinets. 

Bat the author’s recitation (and frequent 
repetition) of detail grows numbing, and at 
rrmet turns gratuitous. What does it matter 
that when Stockman arises these days, his 
neighbors in Greenwich, Connecticut, “are stfll 
t i ii -r m g in their de«gn w sheets”? 

In “Tim Real David Stockman,” tailed as a 
report of Ralph Nader’s Presidential Account- 
ability Group.John Greenya and Anne Urban 
cover much of the same ground. Despite more 
than a fair share of heavyhandedness, their 
book generally is a deftly written, fast-moving 
account of .Stockman’s rise to power and fall 
from grace.

Piquet finished 7.06 seconds behind but moved into a tie for 
the lead in the overall championship standings with feUow-Brazilian Ayrton S enna. 

Senna, who had started in tbe pole position in a Lotos-Renault, 
withdrew on the 12 th lap.

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Atwood’s 'Handmaid’: Reawakening Vigilance

W ASHINGTON —Margaret 
Atwood is a spinner of 
brooding stones and poetry of 
dislocation and loss. Hie high 
priestess of pain, a critic once 
called her.. 

“I don’t worry about that too 
much,” she said. “Those are the 
people who don’t get the joke." 

In “Tlie Handmaid’s Tale," her 
sixth novel, Atwood has outdone 
herself: life in the United States 
after Chris tian fundamentalists 
have assassinated the president 
and Congress. The national motto 
is “God is a Natural Resource" 
and Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
resembles Tehran. Ferule women, 
the handmai ds of the title, have 
been conscripted to make babies 
for the brave new world. 

The book is being compared to 
George OrwelTs “1984” though 
not always favorably. Atwood de- 
scribes her novel os speculative 
Action. Some have called it a tes- 
tament to the power of feminist 
paranoia. 

“it’s not paranoia,” she said. 
“There is nothing in this book 
that hasn’t already been done. I 
was very careful with that." 

She waited three years before 
be ginning the book — worried 
that it was too paranoid. But the 
idea kept cropping up in a novel 
already in progress, and she be- 
gan clipping odd items from 
newspapers and magazines: a 
fundamentalist Catholic sea in 
New Jersey whose members refer 
to women as handmai dens, a law 
in Canada requiring a woman to 
have her husband's permission 
before obtaining an abortion. 

“Did you see Time magazine?” 
Atwood asked, referring to a story 
on the television evangelist Pat 
Robertson and the chance of his 
r unning for president. “They’re 
definitely thinking about whether 
or not they should go for the big 
brass ring. Now they may prefer 
to keep it behind the scenes, but 
it’s a very diverse country, the 
U. S. It's somewhat volatile. You 
can’t call il” 

At 46, Atwood is a star in Can- 
ada, interrupted by autograph 
seekers in Toronto restaurants, 
pointed at on the subway. In the 
United States she is less well

known, celebrated as much for 
her poetry as her fiction. When 
she is not traveling (to Iran, Af- 
ghanistan and West Germany 
most recently), Atwood lives and 
works in a large Victorian house 
in Toronto with the novelist 
Graeme Gibson, their young 
daughter and two of ins sons. 

Reviews of “The Handmaid's 
Tale" have been good, with a no- 
table exception. Maty McCarthy 
praised Atwood’s imagery but 
said the tale failed to deliver the 
necessary shock of recognition. 
Implausible, she wrote. American 
religious fundamentalism is a 
backlash, not a revolution. 

Atwood shrugged. “The book is 
about power and how power op- 
erates. The fundamentalist right 
is the most likely flag under which 


aovbody wanting to do this kind 
of thing in this country would 
march because that’s the most us- 
able thing. I think a lot of people 
get rather secure, they say it can’t 
happen here. That has two ef- 
fects: one, eternal vigilance relax- 
es. And two, people tune it out 
when it happens to other people 
in the world. 

“Part of the reason for writing 
such a book is to put it in a form 
that is imaginable. If that hap- 
pens, vigilance reawakens." 

In Atwood's brave new world, 
America has been renamed the 
Republic of Gilead after the bibli- 
cal land where Jacob acquired a 
handmaid when Ids wife, Rachel, 
was unable to bear children. Fer- 
tile women are a valuable com- 
modity in the new Gilead, too.

male elite. (The revolution has 
won popular support because 
people were worried about the 
birth rate, which had declined as a 
.result of ecological disasters, a 
mutant strain of syphilis, the 
AIDS epidemic and women who 
protested midear weapons by re- 
fusing to have children.) The rest 
of the world watches the transfor- 
mation of the United States in 
much the same way the West 
watched that of Iran. 

Atwood said, “I’ve traveled 
quite a lot in countries that are 
not liberal democracies, and I’ve 
met with people there. I know the 
psychological state, the state of 
fear and unknowing where you 
take very great care in the conduct 


of your life, who you talk to, what 
yon can say to who, what you 
have to keep to yourself, the regu- 
lation of your facial expression. 

“Yon ran see it, to a minor 
extent, in any power structure. 
You know, ‘Jones doesn't St in 
here. Jones doesn’t play golf with 
the guys on Saturday, he plays 
with his stamp collection instead. 
I think he’s a weirdo, lei’s get rid 
of him. So-and-so is a closet pinko 
because I beard Mm say — ’This 
stuff goes on everywhere there's 
some pressure to conform." 

But a Hitler behind every tele- 
vision hymnal? 

“Tin certainly not saying that 
people of those religious beliefs 
are gang to turn into dictators. 
Tm saying that those kinds of 
dictators, should they wish to 
really do it, are likely to do it 
ander that tenner, because that is 
the thing that they are able to 
manipulate the best." 

Same have read in “The Hand- 
maid’s Tale" a warning about the 
repressive tendencies of radical 
femini sm . Po rn o gra phy has been 
outlawed in Gilead and rape is 
punishable by death at the hands 
of a mob. The heroine remembers 
her mother, an active feminist 
who had participated in book 
burnings in the 1980s, and thinks, 
.“You wanted a woman’s culture. 
Well, now there is one. It isn't 
what yon wanted, but it exists." 

Atwood said “People have 
asked if Fm saying feminism will 
cause fHi.< upheaval. Feminists are 
not a cause, they are a symptom. 
If there were no social disease 
there would be no feminism.” 

Op timists may note that by the 
end of “The Handmai d’s Tale,” 
the heroine has joined the under- 
ground In the epilogue, although 
her fate is unknown, the reader 
learns through the conversation 
of a group of British scholars that 
the Republic of Gilead has fallen, 
some years earlier. 

Atwood sees the freedoms of 
Western women as an anomaly in 
the fitful history of women’s 
wnanripafirm “We’re the untest- 
ed unprecedented form of female 
life. Wedon’thave anymodels for 
us. The question is, will society 
permit it? 

“Innovations have stuck be- 
fore." die added, drily. “Once 
there was no wired."
